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CLEFT PALATE.

This congenital defect results from 
arrested development. At a very early 
period of fcetal life a series of clefts ap- 
pear on each side of the cephalic ex- 
tremity, separated by rods of tissue 
called branchial arches. The clefts 
communicate with the alimentary ca- 
nal. The first branchial cleft iR be- 
tween the mandibular andhyoid arches. 
The mandibular arch, which is after- 
ward developed largely into bone, con- 
sists of a superior mamlloAry portion^ 
which does not unite with its fellow in 
the median line, but has the frontonasal 
process interposed, and o/n inferior max- 
illary portion^ which early unites in the 
middle line and forms the lower jaw. 
Between the superior maxillary and 
inferior maxillary processes of the man- 
dibular arch is the buccal cleft. This 
is closed early, except where the aper- 
ture remains for the mouth. These 
various clefts have usually coalesced 
about the ninth or tenth week of fopt*il 
life, but occasionally this coalescence 
fails or is incomplete. This leads to 
various deformities, the chief of which 
are cleft palate and hare-lip. The pal- 
ate, which is in two parts, is formed by 
the sTOwth of a horizontal plate back- 
ward which shuts off the nasal cavity 
from the mouth. This, of course, is in 
two parts. The median union, which 
commences from before backward, is 
not complete until the tenth week. Im- 
perfect coalescence of the parts pro- 
duces cleft palate. 

The defect in the palate occurs in va- 
rious degrees. It may be confined ex- 



clusively to the soft tissues, consisting 
of a mere opening through the soft pal- 
ate near its junction with the bony 
plate, or it may extend completely 
through the uvula into two separate 
parts. Or it may involve the bony 
structure, in part or its entire extent, 
presenting a frightful chasm wh«i the 
patient opens the mouth. Associated 
with this developmental vice may be 
various other deformities, such as hare- 
lip, club-foot, rachitis, etc. A form of 
hare-lip complicated with cleft palate 
in which the intermaxillary bones are 
displaced and covered by a small por- 
tion of skin, being attached to the sep- 
tum or end of the nose, presents the 
most exaggerated typeof this infirmity. 
The effect of this condition of the pal- 
ate during infancy is the interference 
with suction and deglutition, and after- 
wards with mastication and articula- 
tion. The degree of disturbance will 
depend upon the extent of the defect. 
In case the fissure is wide and long, 
much of the food will pass into the nose, 
thus producing irritation, sneezing, 
coryza, inflammation and ulceration; or 
both fluids and solids, through lack of 
control of the palate, may descend into 
the windpipe. The speech is nasal, gut- 
tural, indistinct, and frequently unin- 
tellierible. 

The older surgeons, who were not as 
familiar with the use of chloroform as 
we are to-day, give directions how a 
course of preliminary training shall be 
pursued to prepare the patient for the 
operation for the repair of cleft palate. 
"The palate is frequently touched with 
the flnger or rubbed with a toothbrush, 
probe or spoon, until it no longer resents 
the contact with the foreign body, but 
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is perfectly calm and quiet under the 
most protracted exercise. This treat- 
ment may occupy several weeks, or 
even a longer time, depending upon the 
irritability of the parts and the courage 
of the patient. Anofther point, equally 
necessary, is the cooperation of the 
patient, without which, success will be 
entirely out of the question." Gross 
says further: "I have occasionally per- 
formed staphylorrhaphy before the 
twelfth year, but in general it is better 
to postpone it until a later period." 
The above quotations are madetobring 
out in strong contrast the present meth- 
ods of treating this abnormality. As 
soon as the child is three or four months 
old, the hare-lip, shouldit exist, must be 
repaired. In case the only evidence of 
the upper lip is a litle tuft of skin on the 
intermaxillarv nodule, this must first 
be pushed downward and backward, 
and secured in its proper site in the 
notch or space between the two halves 
of the upper jaw. This can be accom- 
plished by breaking the septum, and 
removing as much of the septum as is 
necessary to accomplish the end sought. 
The corresponding surfaces of the in- 
termaxillary bones and tJie surfaces of 
the superior maxillary bones forming 
the cleft must be denuded, brought 
into apposition, and held there by silver 
wire until ossification takes place. Re- 
peated operations are frequently neces- 
sary to accomplish this. Then the 
hare-lip may be repaired. Periods of 
growth should then be permitted to 
elapse, say till the child is two or three 
years old, when, under anesthesia, the 
cleft palate may be closed. Operation 
for the closure of fissure of the soft 
palate, first successfully performed by 
Roux, of Paris, in 1825, without anes- 
thesia and under many diflSculties, was 
regarded as a brilliant surgical achieve- 
ment. The operation for the closure of 
cleft of the hard palate was first suc- 
cessfully practiced by an American 
surgeon, Dr. J. Mason Warren, of Bos- 
ton, in 1843.

VESICARIA COMMUNIS. 

(Clinical Cdses,) 

In concluding my last paper on this 
drug, I stated that I would give the 
readers of the "Big Four" some of my 
clinical experience; here area few cases 
that I think worth reporting: 

Case 1. — ^Mrs. R., aged 58; health al- 
ways good up to five or six years back, 
when she began complaining of a press- 
ing pain along the ureters, urine burn- 
ing, bloody; could not straighten up, 
her back hurt her so; could not lie on 
either side; at times there was a spas- 
modic cramping along ureters to blad- 
der, frequent urging to urinate; at 
times (more on right side) a severe pain 
followed by urging to urinate, the urine 
filled with a sediment like red sand. 

It will be noticed that in this case 
belladonna, cantharides, lycopodium, 
were all indicated, and faithfully given, 
with but little result that was lasting, 
when it occurred to me that the climac- 
teric was still lingering; on inquiry, I 
ascertained that she began to change 
at the age of 53, and at times noticed 
a show (as she termed it) ; sexual desire 
very strong. I gave vesicaria gtts. 10^ 
four times a day; at the end of three 
months she was well. It is now eight- 
een months since she took her last dose, 
and no return. 

Case 2. — Mr. B., aged 47, carpenter by 
trade; usually healthy, but for the last 
eight months has complained (and has 
been treated by both schools) of a 
severe pain along the ureters, after 
which red sandy urine or discharge of 
blood would pass. At times the pain 
would be pressing, squeezing, as 
though something would try to pass 
itself through a narow passage; pain 
in bladder and testicle, great anxiety 
and restlessness, slow pulse and com- 
plains of feeling hot. 

Here is a picture of two drugs, both 
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of which I suppoee were given by the 
homeopaths by whom he was treated. 
I diagnosed the trouble as renal colic, 
-and thought of the drugs above men- 
tioned (ocimum canum, opium); gave 
them with no good results, and there 
must have been a reason why we did 
not get something for our trouble; the 
symptoms indicated them, and yet I 
also thought of nux and tabacum, but 
were not marked enough to give them; 
so I gave vesicaria, one drop an hour, 
for two days, then ten drops four times 
a day. The patient made a good recov- 
-ery, and has sent me many patients. 

Now in nephritis you will often find 
many of these same symptoms, and the 
same drugs indicated. Right here I 
want to mention two drugs often in- 
dicated in nephritis, but seldom used; 
viz., cimicifuga and gelsemium. Now 
cimicifuga has mostly a right-sided pain 
with a pressing outward and this ac- 
companying symptom, seems as if the 
top of the head would fly oflf. Gelsem- 
ium has for a guiding symptom a throb- 
bing pain in the medulla, also a mas- 
toid complication. When you have 
these symptoms manifested in nephri- 
tis, you may give them (in many casesj 
with good results; yet if they fail, as 
they sometimes will, think of vesicaria. 

It often happens that it is necessary 
to alternate the indicated remedy with 
vesicaria; if so, I would recommend it 
given as follows: Vesicaria gtts. xx., 
aqua pura ounces iv., mix and give in 
teaspoonful doses every two hours. In 
all of these cases it is well to compel 
the patient to observe the auxiliary 
measures, and also diet, and absolute 
rest in bed. I will cite a case where 
vesicaria served me most kindly and 
made me many friends. 

Mrs. C, aged 28, had recently been 
confined, and was attended by one of 
our allopathic friends. From the first 
time the urine passed after baby was 
born, she suffered greatly; flT.OO was 
invested in prescriptions with no 
help, and an operation was suggested. 
When surgery was thought of, for 
some reason I was consulted. I noted 
carefully all of the symptoms and con- 
eluded to give arnica in alternation 
with vesicaria first; then, if it became 



necessary to operate, we would do so, 
but I would first find a good reason for 
the operation. After two days, patient 
was all right and happy, and is now a 
good friend of homeopathy. 

I hope that the writings on this drug 
will be of benefit to the readers of the 
"Big Four''; they are founded on facts, 
and are but a part of many cases com- 
ing into my hands where this good gen- 
eral remedy has compelled me to select 
it for a subject. The imported article 
should be obtained; the German plant 
is what I always get, and that obtained 
of the Kansas City Homeopathic Phar- 
macy (Wise, Manager) has been uniform.

To the average homeopathic physi- 
cian these notes may appear needless 
and unnecessary, as so much has been 
written and is known about this, one 
of the sheet-anchors of our school of 
medicine. 

It is not expected that the country 
physician can add much, if anything, 
to the general fund of knowledge, when 
our brethren of the cities, whose experi- 
ence is so great and whose opportuni- 
ties are so vast, so frequently and freely 
give us of their stores of knowledge. 
However, perhaps a word or two from 
"one of the humblest" may give encour- 
agement or strengthen a fact. 

Do we recognize what a friend we 
have in dire necessity and emergency, 
in passiflora? What a blessing to feel 
that we have a remedy which never 
fails us, and which is harmless in our 
hands. 

Our allopathic brethren are slow to 
leave beaten paths, and still cling to 
morphme, that moss-grown relic of an- 
cient days, when right at their hands 
they have a remedy, a mild soporific, a 
nerve-quieter, that far excels it, and 
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leaves no bad after effects, and with no 
attendant possible danger. 

Recently I had occasion to nse passi- 
flora, and discovered to my dismay, 
that I had but an ounce or more. 

Called to a neighboring city, I asked 
a leading druggist for a pound of it. He 
looked at me in astonishment, and said. 
"What is that?" I briefly explained, 
when he remarked, "I never heard of it; 
I never had a call for it before." I joc- 
ularly told him that he was "behind the 
times" and that we homeopaths "could 
not keep house without it." 

Passiflora has made a brilliant record 
in all sorts of nervous conditions — 
acute mania, convulsions, tetanus, in- 
somnia, nervous exhaustion, nervous 
debility, and has proved valuable dur- 
ing and after confinement. 

In acute mania (in women) of long 
standing, with serious complications, it 
has proved in my hands a potent factor 
in the cure of the patient. 

One to two teaspoonfuls of the home- 
opathic tincture in a small quantity of 
water (I prefer it Tiot) repeated in half 
an hour or hour, has acted like magic 
in quieting the patient and in inducing 
refreshing sleep; this being repeated 
for days if similar attacks made it nec- 
essary. Have often given it in like 
cases in the same manner, half an hour 
before meals and at bedtime and no 
other medicine), until final recovery of 
patient. 

Again, where indicated remedies 
have failed in same class of cases, when 
Tou feel as if you did not know what to 
do next. T have found passifiora a good 
and potent friend given in the following 
manner: viz., two teaspoonfuls in half 
a CUP of hot water; give one teaspoonful 
of the dilution everv 15 to 80 minutes, 
taking care to keep the dilution hot, A 
few doses will give good results. 

It seems to have a special affinity for 
oases of mania near the menopause, 
originating in the usual disturbance of 
the menstrual function ; at least, such 
has frequentlv been my experience. 

After confinement it soothes and 
quiets the mother, who has been for 
long hours on a strain that has tested 
every fibre of her being. 



Again, in trivial complaints or sick- 
nesses, in either sex, where patient is 
excitable, and cross and irritable, noth- 
ing pleases him; a teaspoonful in a 
little hot water acts like a charm in a 
short time. 

Pdsaiflora warmly recommends itself 
to us, because it is a safe remedy, and 
because we see quick results, which is 
what all physicians want who have the 
mutual interests of patient and physi- 
cian at heart. 

Besides, though used in the tincture, 
it isnot unpleasant to the taste of either 
adult or child. 

As faithful physicians we should not 
attempt to "keep house without it." Let 
us study it constantly and give to the 
profession the results of our daily expe- 
rience, that suffering humanity may be 
quickly relieved and blessed.

ALLOPATHY IN A NUTSHELL, 
HOMEOPATHY IN ITS OWN 
SHELL.

Speaking of shells, I am reminded 
that allopathy is an old shell picked up 
on the Brtiore of the Mediterranean Sea, 
when men were smarter than thev are 
nofw, but not nearly so boastful. It had 
in it. when found, a share of wholesome 
meat, juicy and not unpleasant in fiavor 
nor hurtful to the moderate user, but by 
age. neglect, and abuse deteriorated 
until A. D. 160, one Galen deprived it 
of its remaining meat by boring into it 
with the worm of ambition, withdraw- 
ing its contents and casting them into 
the fire, to be then destroyed and for- 
gotten. The shell he carefully kept, and 
when he died it was placed away as a 
relic of his greatness (?). Upon its sur- 
face accumulated the dust and grime of 
the centuries of the dark ages, to be 
taken down and by that eminent 
"quack." Paracelsus, coated with a 
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sticky varnish that glazed over but 
mad^ prominent the nodoeitiee of the 
dust of the ages. Later on it was again 
revamished by Oollen aaid others, not 
even filling up the Gkilenic opening 
through which the "worm«" played ftt»t 
and loose. Coming down to the present 
time, a gloesier varnish has been found. 
Here and there the dust barnacles have 
been filed off. The lancet has been 
broken in excavating the old openijig. 
The mercurials oozing from the old 
opening, which built a gopher^Mll 
around the old worm-hole, have been, In 
a measure, scraped away, ao that no 
longer airerhubarb and gamboge popular 
as a means of disposing of the accumu- 
lated rubbish. Blackened with numer- 
ous applications of coal tar, its parent 
tree would be unable to recognize any 
semblance to the once sound but un- 
comely shell of the Orient. It used to 
be called medicine. After repeated 
coatings of varnish, turpentine and tar, 
it was denominated "airt." They now 
take fairly good phenic acid, dilute it 
with impure serum from the horse's 
blood (they would use the blood of the 
jack bnt for relation's sake), inject that 
into the human circulation, and have 
the unlimited gall to call it "science.'* 
Shades of Esculapius! and have we 
come to this? Throw away all rea- 
son and research, and try each and 
everv decoction and nostrum that a 
money-grasping horde of adventurers 
will grace with a flaming advertisement 
until, "in a nutshell," allopathy is a 
series of senseless experiments on the 
sich of an already physically weakened 
people by a vast host of money-seeking 
sharks trading on the credulity of man- 
kind. 

In striking contrast, we have a system 
of scientific medicine, that has an excu je 
for existence, good and sufficient, and 
whose adherents are not without "a 
reason for the faith that is in them." 
"Science" is truth ascertained; "art" is 
that which depends on practice and skill. 
in performance; and the reason ancient 
authors recognized but seven sciences is 
that to them, as to thousands now, the 



science of medicine was a sealed book, 
and, like the law of specific gravity, 
unknown because undiscovered. Men 
knew that an apple would fall from its 
parent stem to the glH)und, but were 
ignorant of the law governing the same. 
They knew that cold applications would 
remove frost, and that the proper appli- 
cation of hecU would relieve bums, but 
did not realize the law of Nature govern- 
ing their action. God created tihe 
universe and its inhabitants in such 
manner that through all the evolutions 
of time, tihroughout all nature, like 
should beget like — fundamental law re- 
maining in active operation from the be- 
ginning and until time shall be no more. 
In plant life the storm-disturbed ele- 
ments of Nature injure and almost kill 
and its fury has subsided. Similar ele- 
ments in peacful attitude contribute to 
full recovery. In the millions of plant 
life no two are alike, but a more or les« 
close similarity runs the entire creation 
— fV^ ippf of the plant which gives Hfe 
and health and vigor being similar in 
appearance and formation to the i>oi- 
son which destroys; but in the toxi^ 
effect of plant life upon animal life do 
we see more clearly and distinctly the 
operation of the law of similars; for 
instance,in poisoning from stramonium 
we find an antidote in the poison of the 
poppy and in the nightshade; in theif 
pathogenetic action there is striking 
similarity, but no identity, and so on 
through the entire list of pK>isons the 
true antidote is the simdlimum of the 
poison taken. Our allopathic friends 
would kill more people than they do 
now were it not that their polyphar- 
macy carries with it, in many instances, 
the antidotal properties of the drugs 
thev combine, rendering them not more 
useful, only less harmful. All the cures 
reported in ancient lore, for which we 
have the remedy used, are proven in the 
light of present dnig pathogenesis to be 
the result of applied homeoi>athics, no 
matter how unwillingly on the part of 
the actors in the case; refer to the skin 
diseases of the Egyptians and their 
neighbors, and the remedies used, ex 
amined in the light of present knowl- 
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edge, were then «und are now homeo- 
pathic to the dieease. 

In nearly thirty years' practice I hav^ 
failed to note a cdngle cure of any di» 
ease thatis not attributable tothe aotion 
of the law of similars. No matter what 
the peculiar notions of the attending 
"medicine-man," including the multitu- 
dinous troubles purely imaginary and 
silenced by the overpowering action of 
a determined will on the part of the at- 
tendant and those of physical charac- 
ter cured hv some nostrum at the 
hands of the most noted quack — r^a- 
lar or irregulaT — examined in the light 
of true medical science — to- wit, the law 
SimiUa simiKlms oura/ntur, and we 
find Nature 'has not always been 
thwarted,but, aided by the great funda 
mental law, has asserted her preroga- 
tive and restored to a normal condition 
the disturbed functions. Every res- 
toraifive effort of Nature i« in accord 
with this law, running along side by 
side with its mate. 'TL»ike produces 
like." We more readily appreciate 
this when we realize that there is no 
annihilation, but tihat death so-caUed ie 
but a change from one phase of life to 
another, as shown daily in both the 
animal and veget?»ble kingdom. The 
application of thte law of Nature is 
shown in every department of creation 
and existenoe, not only in the physical, 
but in the moral world. The Golden 
Rule is but another expression of a 
phase of the law, brought «o far back In 
hifftory that we were uncertain of the 
time of its origin. When the Israelites 
were commanded to look upon the bra- 
zen serpent and be eured of the bite od! 
the venomous reptile, 'twas a comple- 
ment to and acknowledgment of this 
great law of Nature in its restoriaig 
power, and when the Ohri'stian era 
dawned, inspired writers declared that 
as b^ the death (spiritpal) of one man 
death p^assed upon all, eo by the death 
(phy«ical)of one man all should b^ made 
alive again, thus recognizing in the 
plan of human salvation that inex- 
orable law that had existed frince time 
began. In the past hundred yeaire, 
thousands of demonstrations of the 



truth and efficacy of the law, at 
applied to medication for the relief 
of suffering, a*e on reoo«rd. While 
the average of human life has been 
materially lengthened, we no longer 
find men and women subject to the 
cruelties imposed upon their forepar- 
ents in the uee of the lancet, mercu- 
rials, the blister, and the leech, but we 
still find men pretending to try to cure 
fevers by the use of whi«ky and qui- 
nine, thereby adding fuel to the fire, 
until outraged Nature succum'bs, and 
the clergy are called on to record an- 
other dispensation of providence (?); or 
some coal tar derivative is persisted In, 
until the heart with all its native en- 
ergy and vigor is forced to suspend 
business, and heart-failure is reported, 
whereas, it was head-failuTe on the part 
of the attendant. This and more is 
escaped by him who follows closely the 
teachings of the Master, who in th« 
last century made clear the great law 
of cure, and gave to the world home- 
opathy in its own shell and the onJy 
system of rational medicine.

1:5000 — it being non-poisonous, you 
know. 

Having met with such very fine suc- 
cess in every case where it was used 
timely and faithfully, I was quite happy 
to meet another kind and more stubborn 
enemy. A very pretty young girl came 
to me one evening with what proved to 
be an epithelioma on the lip. Examin- 
ing into her family history, I learned 
that her grandfather had died of cancer. 
The girl was of fine full development, 
and apparently well otherwise. It was 
late, and I gave her some strychnia 2x, 
requesting her to return the next day. 
A thorough examination revealed a 
rather suspicious condition of thegland- 
ular system: an unpleasant-looking 
vascular, spongy projection surround- 
ing the urethra as well as the mammary 
and sebaceous glands — in short, I had a 
decidedly bad cancerous patient. 

I prescribed strychnia sulph. 3x, two- 
grain tablet three times a day, and gave 
her a 1 :1000 wash of pix-cresol to apply 
to the wound. Eight days' treatment 
brought no change, except a better, 
stronger heart-beat. I now gave her 
pix-cresol, one-hundredth grain, inter- 
nally, three times a day, with strychnia 
as before morning and night. Fourteen 
days of this treatment diminished the 
glandular swellings of the body some, 
but did not decrease the sore, nor did an 
application of 1 :100 do much good. Be- 
ing myself fully satisfied that pix-cresol 
had no toxic action, I decided to try it 
hypodermically; every other day for 
two weeks I injected one-tenth of a 
grain dissolved in water around and 
beneath the wound, continuing the ap- 
plication of strong pix-cresol cerate. 



The wound began to get smaller, and 
finally dropped off like a dry piece of 
bark. The patient is entirely well. I 
have been looking for a similar one, 
which I would certainly treat the same 
way. The patient never showed any 
direct ill or disagreeable effect, except 
a little burning sensation when the pix- 
cresol was injected. 

In reporting my experience with this 
preparation I must notomitto statethat 
the application always and in all cases 
absorbed the stench of abortion, diph- 
theria, etc., very promptly. 

There is no remedy known to science 
which deals so effectively with running 
sores as Pix-Cresol.

shrugging a shoulder or jerking a limb ; 
ever since bom, had spells two or three 
nights in a week. The parents stated 
she awoke with screams, pain in the 
head, eyes staring and much dilated; 
this idiopathic condition would last an 
hour, when perspiration would relieve 
the child and allow the rest of the night 
to pass on in peace. 

Examination of the child revealed 
absolutely nothing; everything seemed 
normal, well-shaped head and perfect 
even development, intellect good, and 
given no clue whatever, except the 
complaint described. The child had 
fallen, yet the parents did not think 
such the cause. 

The child was treated with bella- 
donna, hyoscyamus, nux vomica and 
ignatia, as the remedies seemed sug- 
gested, but no change whatever. Mas- 
sage and electric treatment did no 
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good, nor did any cupping which the 
parents insisted on having done. Pas- 
siflora, teaspoonful dose at night, abat- 
ed the trouble while continued. Sola- 
num Carolinensis was helpful, but the 
child objected so earnestly that I die- 
continued it. 

Ferrum hydrocyanite was given, two 
tablets of 1-10 grain each. The child 
has not had any attack at night after a 
week's taking, her face muscles are 
quieting, the jerking of the limbs are 
getting less, and the parents are happy, 
satisfied that their child will get well. 

Ferrum hydrocyanite may be given 
to babies, and it has been found of 
great soothing and quieting action 
while teething and in bowel trouble ; in 
such cases a dose is one tablet.

ECHINACEA ANGUSTIFOLIA. 

(From Transactions of American Insti- 
tute of Homeopathy, 1896.) 
Dr. Charles F. Otis: ''With reference 
to the uses of this drug, I wish to call 
your attention in particular to malig- 
nant scarlet fever and diphtheria. I 
doubt if there are many physicians here 
assembled, who are general practition- 
ers, who have not at some period in their 
professional lives come in contact with 
one or both of these diseases, either in 
an epidemic form or isolated cases, and 
in instances have met more than their 
match; have seen their patients with 
tongueso swollen thatit protrudedfrom 
the mouth; with membrane gradually 
extending from the throat into the 
posterior nares, possibly protruding 
from the nostrils, with the awful odor 
so characteristic; with a, respiratory 
sound that told you only too plainly 
that membrane was extending into the 
air-passages and that the misery of your 
patient would soon cease, not because 
of vour abilitv to afford relief, but be- 
cause death would close the scene. I 
need not complete the picture by men- 
tioning the enormouslv hitrh tempera- 
ture, the thread-like pulse, the cessation 



of the action of the kidnevs, the awful 
agonized expression of the face, and 
perhaps, in your efforts, intubation had 
been practiced without good results. 

"It is in just this class of cases that 
echinaceaiB 'king.' So reliable has been 
its action in my hands that I am in- 
clined to give a favorable prognosis, 
and if I am so fortunate as to be called 
early, the application of the drug in 
question does not permit of the symp- 
toms just enumerated. The whole case 
will usually be changed to one of mild 
form, followed by a quick recovery. 
Sepsis, putrescence and malignancy are 
conditions where echinacea will do great- 
est work and where its action is most 
reliable, 

'^Method of Administration, — As far 
as my experience goes, or I can learn 
from reports of others, high attenua- 
tions have not been used. For internal 
use I sometimes use doses of 10 to 30 
drops in water and repeat hourly, but 
ordinarily I add 1 to 2 drachms of the 
tinctures to 4 oz. of water and give one 
drachm of this solution at intervals of 1 
to 3 hours. In membranous formations, 
I spray the throat and nostrils or sur- 
face affected with the tincture reduced 
one-half with water or one part to ten 
of water; locally it should be applied 
about the same strength on cotton and 
kept constantly moist. Should a case 
demand, I have it in mind to try the 
hypodermic use of the remedy. 

"A Few Clinical Cases. — Dr. Lyman 
Pike, of Terre Haute, Ind., reports the 
following: 'Recently I attended the 
worst case of malignant diphtheria I 
have ever seen. I used during the 
treatment, Phytolacca, veratrum, euca- 
lyptus, peroxide of hydrogen, haptisia, 
etc. Symptoms moderated for about 
two days, then rapidly the larynx, 
nares, and entire buccal cavity became 
involved, breathing through the nostrils 
entirely ceased and the stench was 
fearful, sputa abundant. Something 
must be done; I was on guard the 
whole night. Finally I gave the follow- 
ing: echinacea % oz., aqua 3% oz., and 
ordered 1 to 1% drachms per hour. 
The patient asserted that she could not 
recover, but recovery was speedy. In 
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less than five days after commencing 
echinacea the patient was discharged.' 

"Dr. N. F. Jackson, who is doing an 
excellent business at Selma, Kan., 
writes of a recent pleasant experience 
he had in the use of echiimcea in malig- 
nant tonsillitis, or the so-called 'black 
tongue' of that region. His patient 
had been extremely ill and had been 
pronounced incurable by the attending 
physician, and all hope for recovery 
had been given up. The tongue and 
tonsils were black as if stained by ber- 
ries or grapes. They were so much 
enlarged that deglutition and speech 
were almost impossible. The pulse was 
hurried, the body surface cold, almost 
clammy. The bowels were constipated, 
the appetite was gone. She was given 
echinacea 2 oz., simple syrup 4 oz., tea- 
spoonful every 3 hours. From the first 
dose she seemed to improve. The septic 
and nervous symptoms all began to dis- 
appear and were soon things of the past, 
for she made a complete recovery and 
in a comparatively short time. Dr. 
Jackson says: *If you meet a case of 
black tongue, don't fail to use echina- 
cea as the basis of your treatment, giv- 
ing due attention to other symp- 
toms.' 

"Dr. H. J. Shelley, of New London, 
Conn., reports: 'Numerous reportsfrom 
careful and reliable investigators prove 
this drug to be a valuable addition to 
our materia medica. Sepsis being a 
good indication for its use, I wish to 
note a peculiar tongue that cleaned up 
under echinacea. Some time since I 
had under my care a case of typhoid- 
pneumonia in a boy of 14 years, which 
followed about the usual course, the 
different symptoms being met by the in- 
dicated remedy. The convalescence 
was slow, and a prominent symptom 
was a jet black coating of the tongue. 
At the same time the mother was low 
with pulmonary tuberculosis in the ad- 
joining room. A consultation in her 
case being held, attention was called to 
the boy's tongue. The prognosis in his 
rase was deemed exceedinsjly (arrave. 
The followinc: was given: Echinacea 1 
drachm, aq. dist. ad 4 oz., one teaspoon - 



ful every 3 hours. An improvement in 
the patient's condition was noticeable 
within 36 hours, which was followed 
by a satisfactory convalescence. The 
prominent features in the case were the 
black-coated tongue, denoting a low 
septic condition, and the rapid im- 
provement under echinacea alone.' 

"Dr. C. H. Bigg, of Middletown, Mo., 
reports seven cases of septicemia fol- 
lowing confinement or abortion treated 
with echinacea, and favorable results 
in six. 

"Dr. H. C. F. Myer, of Pawnee City, 
Neb., reports that in six cases of ty- 
phoid fever, two of the patients were 
out of bed on the eighth day, three on 
the tenth and one on the twelfth. The 
medicine is also prompt and eflBcacious 
in stings from bees, wasps, etc., as well 
as in poisoning by contact with certain 
vegetables and plants, especially rhus 
poisoning, one or two doseg effecting 
recovery. In 613 cases of rattlesnake 
bites, with men and animals, prompt 
cures have been made. Dr. M. states: 
'I injected some of the (rattlesnake) 
poison into my system, on the first 
finger of the left hand; the swelling 
was rapid, and in six hours was up to 
the elbow. At this time I took a dose of 
the medicine, washed the swelling with 
it aiYd laid down to sleep. T slept four 
hours and on rising did not find a single 
sisrn of swelling on my finger or arm.' 
The recoveries from rattlesnake bites 
under its action are effected in from 
two to twelve hours.' 

"Gentlemen, I have cited these cases 
in place of my own to show the confi- 
dence others have in the drug. It is 
worthy of your careful studv and con- 
sideration. Test it. You will not find 
it wanting, but will doubtless add new 
and valuable indications for its use. 
T deplore the fact that T cannot srive a 
more complete paper. I should be 
pleased to hear from others who have 
had experience with the drug."

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THE BALL- VALVE GALL-STONE 
IN THE COMMON DUCT. 

Osier in a clinical lecture reports the 
histories of several cases of this con- 
dition, and showed a woman suffering 
from it. He calls attention to one of 
his previous papers on intermittent 
fever of hepatic origin, as follows: 
Symptoms: (1) jaundice of varying in- 
tensity, deepening after each paroxysm, 
and which may persist for months and 
even for years; (2) ague-like paroxysms 
characterized by chill, fever and sweat- 
ing, after which the jaundice usually 
becomes more intense; (3) at the time 
of the paroxysms pains in the region of 
the liver and gastric disturbance. He 
emphasizes these points: recovery may 
follow even after the jaundice; chills 
and fever have lasted for years; the 
conditions can be differentiated from 
suppurative cholangitis; the symptoms 
are probably caused by the ball-valve 
action of the stone. 

He gives the symptoms of gall-stone 
in the common duct as follows: They 
are very variable. 1. The occasional or 
continuous presence of bile in the feces. 
2. Distinct variation in the intensity of 
the jaundice. 3. Normal size or only 
slight enlargement of the liver. 4. Ab- 
sence of distention of the gall-bladder, 
5. Enlargement of the spleen. 6. Ab- 
sence of ascites. 7. Presence of febrile 
disturbance. 8. Duration of jaundice 
for more than a year. 

Diagnosis: The rules given above are 
those formulated by Naunyn. Osier 
desires to go further and recognize the 
special variety of ball- valve stone as 
detailedin the first part of this abstract 
From malaise the condition is recog- 
nized by absence of Plasmodium in the 
blood. Abscess of liver is excluded by 
the absence of tenderness and enlarge- 
ment^the variable character of the jaun- 
dice, and the good condition of the pa- 
tient in the intervals. If suppurative 
cholangitis is present, it is recognized 
by (1) increased tenderness in the 
hepatic region, with possibly enlarge- 
ment of the gall-bladder; (2) the more 
freouent return of the paroxysms and 
often the irregularly remittent form of 



fever; (3) jaundice less intense in the 
suppuration and an absence of the in- 
crease of jaundice after a paroxysm; 
(4) the condition of the patient between 
the paroxysms is much worse in the 
suppuration than in the ball-valve con- 
dition. — University Medical Magazine, 



TO STAND ERECT— EXERCISES 
THAT WILL IMPROVE A MAN'S 
PHYSICAL CONDITION. 

A gymnasium director of long experi- 
ence disapproves shoulder-braces. They 
weaken, so he thinks, the muscles whose 
function it is to keep the shoulders in 
their normal position. This they do in 
two ways — by relieving the muscles of 
their work, and by putting a constraint 
upon them and so depriving them of a 
normal supply of blood. 

Instead of artificial shoulder-braces 
the director recommends the frequent 
and persistent use of exercises specially 
adapted to promote an erect carriage. 

It is not enough, he says, to work 
an hour or so daily in a gymnasium. 
The proper exercises should be taken 
many times a day, and, therefore, should 
be of a sort that can be practiced any- 
where and without special apparatus. 
Some of the habits and exercises un 
which he lays stress are as follows: 

1. Make it a rule to keep the back 
of the neck close to the back of the 
collar. 

2. Roll the shoulders backward and 
downward. 

3. Trytosqueezethe shoulder-blades 
together many times a day. 

4. Stand erect at short intervals 
durinc: the day — "head up, chin in, cheat 
out, shoulders back." 

5. Walk or stand with the hands 
clasped behind the head and the elbows 
wide apart. 

B. Walk about, or even run upstairs, 
with from ten to forty pounds on the 
top of the head. 

7. Try to look at the top of your 
hierh-cut vest or necktie. 

8. Practice the arm movements of 
breast-stroke swimming while standinjj 
or walkiner. 

9. Hold the arms behind the back. 

10. Carrv a cane or umbrella behind 
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the small part of the back or behind the 
neck. 

11. Put the hands on the hips, with 
elbows back and fingers forward. 

12. Walk with the thumbs in the 
armholes of the vest. 

13. When walking, swing the arms 
and shoulders strongly backward. 

14. Stand now and then during the 
day with all the posterior parts of the 
body, so far as possible, touching a ver- 
tical wall. 

15. Look upward as you walk on the 
sunny side of the street. 

The foregoing exercises, it will be 
«een, are happily varied, and are, many 
of them, such as can be practiced by 
anybody in almost any occupation. If 
he cannot use one, he can another. 

The director goes on to say that even 
in a gymnasium a man must be on his 
guard against forms of exercise that 
tend to induce a stooping posture. "As 
round-shouldered as a gymnast," he 
says, has almost passed into a proverb. 

He recommends also what he calls a 
"lie-abed exercise." "Stand on the 
T>ack of the head, the back shoulders 
and the heels by arching the back," and 
repeat the operation a dozen times or 
so. — Tub, Health Journal, 



THE VALUE OF SUGGESTION IN 
MEDICAL PRACTICE. 

The following account is given in La 
Medecine Moderne of the manner in 
which a distinguished French prac- 
titioner, who was one of the medical 
attendants of Alexander Dumas, used 
to manage to cure some of his patients: 

One of the most unique of his meth- 
ods was successfully employed in the 
case of a fashionable woman, who was 
exhausted by too many parties and din- 
ners. She was told that she must get 
up at eight o'clock instead of at noon, 
and immediately drink a glass of fresh 
water. Then she must take a walk. 
At nine o'clock she must drink a cup of 
chamomile tea without sugar, then 
take another walk, and at ten o'clock 
-drink another glass of water. The re- 
sult of this treatment was marvelous, 
until one fine morning after a ball the 
patient overslept, and did not get up 



till nine o'clock. Having passed the 
time for taking the glass of water, she 
contented herself with the chamomile 
tea, took her walk, and returned at ten 
o'clock to take her second glass of 
water. She had hardly finished her 
breakfast when she was seized with 
nausea and fainting. Her frightened 
relatives sent in haste for her physi- 
cian, who on arriving reproached his 
fair patient for her laziness, but prom- 
ised that all would be well if she would 
carry out his directions to the letter. 
"The important thing, madame, is that 
the tea should take its place in your 
digestive system exactly between two 
glasses of water. But you forgot to 
take the first glass. Hence this acci- 
dent has resulted. It is now onlv nee- 
essary to introduce a cup of water so 
that it may be in its proper relation to 
the tea. Inasmuch as if I gave it by 
mouth it would follow instead of pre- 
cede the tea, you must kindly allow me 
to give you a small enema of fresh 
water, exactly the amount of the glass 
you forgot to drink at eight o'clock 
this morning." The patient complied 
and recovered promptly. 



SAGACITY OF HORSES. 

In the year 1872, during a skirmish 
with the Sioux Indians, the Third Uni 
ted States Cavalry formed an encamp- 
ment in a valley on the southern border 
of Dakota. At nightfall the horses 
were tethered by a long line to the 
ground. Toward daybreak a violent 
storm of rain and hail burst over the 
vallev, when the terrified animals broke 
loose from their fastenings and tore 
away up the steep sides of the valley 
into the territory of the enemy. With- 
out horses, at the mercv of the enemv, 
we would have been lost; vet it was 
impossible, in the darkness, to go after 
them into an unknown country, prob- 
ably full of Indians. The commanding 
officer, as a last resource, ordered the 
stable call to be sounded. In a few 
minutes every horse had returned to the 
encampment, and we were saved. — 
Thierfreund in Medical Age.

SHOCK AFTER ABDOMINAL 
OPERATIONS. 

In a paper by Dr. A. Lapthom Smith, 
of Montreal, in the C<mada Medical Rec- 
ord, upon "Shock after Abdominal 
Operations and How to Prevent It," the 
following conclusions are drawn: 

To sum up: 1. Shock is a powerful 



irritation of the great sympathetic, 
causing anemia of the brain and heart 
and lowering of temperature. 

2. The same results may be obtained 
by too much blood being lost during an 
operation, owing to defective hemes- 
tasis. 

3. The same results maybe obtained 
by hemorrhage into the abdominal 
veins, by the sudden removal of large 
tumors or quantities of ascitic fluid. 

4. Shock is often due to prolonged 
anesthesia in a badly ventilated room. 
Not a moment should be wasted during 
anesthesia. 

5. Depression of vital powers may 
also be due to prolonged exposure in 
wet clothing; the patient should be 
kept warm and dry. 

6. Anemia of brain can be pre- 
vented by operating in Trendelenburg 
posture; anemia of heart can be pre- 
vented by having the arteries well filled 
before the operation, and by filling the 
abdomen with normal salt solution dur- 
ing the operation or by rectal enemas of 
salt solution ^fter operation. 

7. The administration of strychnine 
in doses of one-twentieth grain for three 
days before and three days after the 
operation diminishes danger of shock, 
partly because it keeps the intestines 
contracted and thus saves them from 
being handled; partly because it stimu- 
lates even a badly-fed heart to contract. 

8. Important organs, such as the 
uterus, or kidney, or even large seg- 
ments of intestines, can be removed 
almost without shock, provided the 
operation is performed quickly, with 
little hemorrhage, and without much 
handling or exposure of the intestines. 



DIAGNOSIS OF SMALL OVARIAN 

TUMORS. 

Dr. F. H. Davenport (Boston MedienT 
and Surgical Journal) submits the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1. Small pelvic tumors are usually 
accompanied by well-marked symptoms, 

2. Pain is usually present, but it? 
seat does not have any constant rela- 
tion to the kind of tumor or its location. 

3. Menstrual disturbances are tho 
rule, and by far the most frequent 
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abnormality is menorrhagia or metror- 
rhagia, or both. 

4. There seems to be a direct casual 
connection between severe uterine hem- 
orrhage and cystic ovaries which are 
closelv adherent to the uterus. 

5. Uterine hemorrhage associated 
with a pelvic tumor which is uninflu- 
enced by intra-uterine treatment (cur- 
etting or electricity) is more likely to be 
due to an ovarian tumor than a flbroia. 

6. Reflex symptoms are compara- 
tively rare, and occur in the later stages 
of the disease. 



AMERICAN INSTITUTE OP

years will read with great interest "A 
Plea for Young Men in the American 
Institute of Homeopathy" in the Sep- 
tember number of the Denver Journal 
of Homeopathy. The writer, Dr. Strick- 
ler, calls attention to the factors which 
cause such general apathy in the meet- 
ings of this old association, and in re- 
ferring to the prevailing, most obnox- 
ious practice of ignoring the younger 
and new members, giving all the ap- 
pointments to the seniors, says: "In 
1894 I flnd one senior on no less than 
seven different committees, another on 
six. * * This in spite of the fact that 
there were over one hundred present 
who were given nothing to do." The 
President-elect, Dr. A. R. Wright, of 
Buffalo, who will quickly see the trend 
of this vicious course, will no doubt 
promptly apply the proper correctives.

It is well to remember that a head- 
ache commencing in tlie neck, passing 
over the head and settling in the eyes, 
with face dark red and a feeling as if 
tbere were hoop around the head, can 
be cured by gelsemium.
